He then moved for leave to bring up a claufe 
to that effeét, which was agreed to, and the bl was 
ordered to be read a third time to-morrow. 

Mr Prerrerornt brought up-the report “of the bill 
for iffuing Exchequ?r bills for the relief of the merchants 
of Liverpool, &c. which was agreed to, and the bill or- 
dered to be read a third time to-morrow. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Committee upon 
the bill for reducing the duties upon liquors diftilled 
fromi molaffes or fugar.
